We ettach little importance to the actien 
of the so-called Union Convention in 
North Carolina. The fact that such an 
assemblage, composed, as the acceunt 
says, of delegates from forty-five Counties, 
was necessarily held under the guns of a

Hatteras, is of imelf a confession that, con- 
sidered with reference to its probable in- 
fluence on the Union cause, it is of ne 
weight. Doubtless we may, in the absence 

of pesitive infermation, believe that it was 
called and engmeered by men quite as 
anxious to win the honors of local offices, 
or te sit in Congress ata salary of three 
thousaad dollars per annuum, as to serve 
the Federal cause. We hope we are mis- 
taken; but the precedent established in 
the case of Wm. II Foster, also of North 
Carolina, teaches a lesson that we cannot 
forget. 

But though the movement of which we 
speak may have no tangible results, there 
are wails of evidence on the surface of af- 
fairs in Secessia which tell of the dissatis- 
faction and disgust that the masses of de- 
luded and mistaken men who have been 
dragged into rebellion, begin to feel.

All systems of paper 
currency that have ever been tried hav 
failed at one time or anether—are failing 
all the time, an¢ will always continue to 
fail The New York ‘World, we observe, 
ending the Louisiana system te 
Iilmois, as the perfection of monctary 
schemes. The reference of the Worldis 
peculiarly unfortunate, for if we look at 
Louisiana to-day we find that every bank 
in the State has gyapended, and the reign 
ef shinplasters is 80 complete that 
every beer saloon, every market stall 
every omnibus line, is obliged to issue 
pastebeard checks for small chaage. It 
may be said that the war and the rebel 
geverament have obliged the banks to 
suspend, but did any war, did any govern- 
ment, ever cempel gold and silver to de- 
preciate? In examining an old and rare 
collection of coins, a short time since, we 
found a number ef silver pieces issued by 
the government or people of Peru during 
They were irregular in 
shape, and seemed to have been cut with 
rade instruments out of silver spoons, 
cups, candlesticks and ornaments.

Is it the acme of financial pru- 
dence to adopt a monetary system which 
leaves the peeple penniless at the first 
breath of war or other considerable com- 
motion of society? Is it desirable to do 
so ina timeof war?
